With the American Forces on the Aisne-Marne Front, J u h 50. CP, 


Six war tired American congressmen are on their way back to Paris 


today after having witnessed from a hillside M onday the struggle f o r 


positions 
miles souhteast of the fo rm e r G e r m a n base at F'ere- 


en-1 ardenois in the Soissons-Rheims pocket. 


1 he congressmen saw the American infantry in action, witnessed 


the tiring of the entente allied big guns and heard the rattle of the 


G e r m a n m achine guns and the crashing of the heav y cannon of the 


G e r m a n crown prince. 


T h e congressmen probably would have remained on the em i­ 


nence longer had not the heavy shells begun to shriek overhead. That 


ended the sight seeing in that vicinity, one congressman remarking 


that the G e rm a n s could quit such tactics as soon as they liked so far 


as he was concerned. 


T h e congressmen who had visited the Austro-ltalian front said 


the observations on Monday showed them their first actual fighting 


worth talking about.
